3- During the course of ths conferonce, 45 tas learned that the majority of 
forwarding agents had elruady signed anplications to join the CSAD or other 
communal enterprises. over thouph theas agents had formerly worked for the 
bullding industry, Thovermcan De. Menant called attontion to the fact that 
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as of 1 October 1961, the CSSZ (Czechoslovak Construction Works) andl: 
the CSAD had come to an agreement that the latter would hand over | 
lists of private forwarding agents and contractors who were 
released by them and put at the disposal of the building industry: . | 

Thus, the CSAD Imew wall which formexding agents wore to serve tho tuilding 
industry, and thorofore, thelr applications should not have eon accepted at 
the time, except on a provisional. basis. Klonent's office did not warn ths 
forvarding agents against sulmitting applications to CSAD ar CSSZ because it 

is tho duty of the office to promote sociolimtion, and it was feared that o 
worning might endanger the witimate mationalizgetion plans, At the conference 
Dr. Menent demanded that tho COAD cancel applications of forvarding agents 

who had previously worked for the sullding industry. He also requosted that 
these forwarding apente be incornorated into the building industry under ISP 
administration, The final decision of the conferences vas that all vwohiclos 
which had formerly been toricing for the building industry wuld ba incorporated 
into that ontornrise for which they had been working. 
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
